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IF ANYBODY asked me to pin- 
point the most pregnant phrase to 
emerge from the International 
Conference on Strategic Issues 
held in Jerusalem last week, my re. 
ply would undoubtedly be: “policy 
relevant." These words were 
repeated time and time again Ὁ: 
the dozen or so scholars deter- 
mined to make their manifold 
theorles and models fit reality, 
and, therefore relevant to policy- 
making. On the whole, to my 
mind, their efforts were only 
moderately successful. 

The three-day conference was 
neatly divided Into three parts, 
each centring on a particular fleld 
or topic. The first day was devoted 
entirely to a discussion of 
fanaticism, terrorism and 
blackmail (FTB) and their con- 
trol; the second, to surprise at- 
tacks and pre-emptive strikes; 
the third, to the control of war and 
violence. 

Most of the participants were 
American and Israeli, plus one 
Norwegian and one Swede. These 
last two were apparently invited 
for no better reason than the fact 
that they represented small coun- 
tries, and their papers somehow 
failed to fall in step with any of the 
test. The speakers’ specialities in- 
cluded such fields as international 
relations, public administration, 
political science and strategy, 
Significantly, though all members 
of the panel drew freely on the in- 


exhaustible collecting-box of . 


history for their facts, not one of 
them classified himself asa plain, 
old-fashioned historian. 

This being the case, sophistica- 
tion was the order of the day. 
Techniques Hke games theory, 
modular thinking, and others with 
similarly high-sounding names 
were freely used in the construc- 
tion of what are called ‘‘models."" 
Basically, these are nothing but 
lists of operative factors and the 
relationships between them, 
which, taken together, are sup- 
posed to reflect reality, or at least 
some part of it. Theoretically, 
models are expected to be derived 
from facts; in practice, however, 
it often works the other way 


. around, with disastrous conse- 


quences for all concerned. Regret- 
tably, severa! such cases came to 
Ught during the conference, raising 
the classic dilemma as to which ia 
Preferable: a beautiful theory

THE FIRST PAPER, delivered 
by Prof. Yehezkel Dror of the 
Hebrew University, was one of the 
most interesting. Prof. Dror

bitrary ‘power of the state; 
nowadays, however, it is at least 
as important to protect society 
against the fanatical (or mad) in- 
dividual. 

Can the transition be ac- 
complished without the sacrifice 
of our liberties? Prof. Dror did not 
appear to think so. Hia view, 
however, was challenged by Prof. 
George Quester of Cornel! Univer- 
sity, Ithaca, N.Y., who polnted out 
that one of the chief reasons for 
the terrorist's newly-found power 
ia the acceptance, at this par- 
ticular stage in the ascent of man 
{at any rate, ''Western” man), of 
human life as the supreme value. 

To Prof. Quester's mind, 
measures already in general use 
— guards at every corner, electro- 
magnetic surveillance, and so on 
— are really quite affective. 
Furthermore, the number of coun- 
tries willing to grant asylum to 
terrorists ia steadily declining, 
and even Cuba's Castro is no 
longer as eager to see a-real-life 
Jumbo plane as he was some 
years ago. Consequently, there is 
no need to portray the:world as if 
it were about to be overwhelmed 


‘ by.a mighty wave of FTB; many, 


if not most, terrorist attacks fail 
or are prevented. 

As to the odd madman who does 
get through — for madmen, being 
willing to sacrifice their lives, are 
very hard to combat — we shall 
just have to learn to live with him 
in exactly the same way as we 
have come to tolerate traffic ac- 
eidents, whoze lethality per unit of 
population, as Prof. Quester so 
rightly pointed out, 15, in any case, 
much higher. Ἔ 


AS WAS TO BH expected, the part 
of the conference devoted to sur-- 
prise attacks waa the most interest- 
ing and attracted the largest 
audience. Prof. Barton Whaley, of 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, started the session 
with a paper that divided surprise 
attacks Into five categories, of 
which - 1 must confess to 
remembering only four: surprise 
as to Intention, place, time and 
mode of the engmy's attack. 

Dr. Abraham Ben-Zvl, of the 
Hebrew University, said that sur- | 
prise could result from a number’. 
of factors, including the absence 
of advance warning, ‘the misinter- - 
pretation: of such warnings as are:

He 
pointed especially to the failure to 
distinguish the “real message 
from the false "noise'’ that 
always accompanies It; the trou- 
ble {s that it is only after an attack 
has begun that one can be sure 
which was the real warning and 
what should have been disregard- 
ed as ‘‘noise." Ὁ : 

He was followed by Dr. Michael 
Handel, also of the Hebrew 
University, who gave It as hia opi- 
nion that Israel's surprise on Oc- 
tober 6, 1973, stemmed from a 
failure to nee the strategic wood 
behind the tactical trees (that is, 
evidence of Arab preparations) 
that were available in large 
numbers. : 

Finally, Dr. Gabriel Sheffer 
delivered a paper on the problem 
of surprise attacks facing small 
states, and got involved in an 
argument with Mr.Michael 
Comay, the former ambassador 
who ls now a Fellow of the 
Leonard Dayis Institute. 

One question that did not crop 
up, but which could have been ex- 
tremely useful for putting things 
in-perspective,.was the problem of 
attacks that do not come as'a gur- 


prise. Looked at in this way, It im- 
mediately becomes clear that, in 
onc sense at teast, surprise at- 
tacka simply do not exist as a 
scparate calegory. it is not mere- 
ly the actions of the aggressor that 
create surprise; above all, it is 
what the defending party fails to 
do. Certainly, few large-scale at- 
tacks — in this century, anyhow — 
have come without any warning 
whatsoever; If surprise was 
nevertheless often achieved, this 
was due less to their Inherent 
character than to the other side's 
mahkdal, 

In splte of excellent papera 
delivered by Dr. Gallia Golan and 
Dr. Yair Evron, the last day was 
something of an anticlimax. The 
former spoke about Russia's at- 
titude to the Middic Bast In 
general, and the October war in 
particular; the latter, of the how, 
who and why of arms control in 
the “Arab-Israeli region."" [ was 
sorry that Evron did not bring his 
Paper up to date by mentioning 
the recently-disclosed talks about 
Iimiting attacks on civilian 
targets in the next Arab-Israeli 
war, There was some more sharp 
controversy, especially after Dr. 
Dan Horowitz spoke about the 
preblem of controlling limited 
military operations (i.c., preven- 
ting escalation) and critlc!zed 
Israel's policy of retaliation as 
having been both irresponsible 
and ineffective. 

Given the arguments and frec- 
for-all discussions that took up 
about a third of the seminar, were 
there any polnta on which all pre- 
sent were agreed? To me, it 


- Seems there waa only one. There 


was @ general consensus that the 
seminar, its flve sessions, 18 lec- 
tures and assembly of distinguish- 
ed scholars notwithstanding, had 
barely managed even to scratch 
the surface of the problems rais- 
ed. Hence, much more research 
was urgently required; and for this 
Purpose it was necessary to have 
Institutions, foundations, grants, 
and, of course, conferences. 

That all these would greatly 
benefit the scholars engaged on 
this research nobody doubts: 
whether any theoretical model, 
however inherently beautiful and 
convineing, can be useful to those 
whose business {t is to handle the 
day-to-day affairs of any state (or 
other organization) ig a very 
different question. Just how 
“policy relevant" ia the moat 
wonderful theory? Just how useful 
is even the best mode! for 
politiclans who spend most of 
their time tumbling from one im- 
provisation to another and who 
frequently have but little control 
over thé way events are going? 

Finally, though, one more 
point. In spite of claims to the con- 
trary, there Is no proof what- 
soever that ‘‘sophiaticated"’ 
decision-makers relying on the 
results of research are more 
successful than others who rely on 
thelr, sometimes half-crazy, in- 
tuition; for if history proves 
anything, It Is that no man is able 
to foresce all the results of his ac- 
tions. Ags somebody et the con- 
ference pointed out, the prolifera- 
tlon of data-collecting and 
information-processing agencies 
that is go enthusiastically ad- 
vocated by many academics may 
well lead to ἃ altvation in, which 
every conceivable viewpoint un- 
der the sun will be represented 
and supported by hedges of faot- 
notes. 

Looking back at the conference, 
I see an attempt to put reality into 
the strait-jacket of theory, and am 
reminded of General Helmut von 
‘Moltke, who used to tell hig staff: 
“Gentlemen, I notice that there 
are always three courses open td 


the enemy. Also, that he uaually - 


selects the fourth,"’. 


ΜΠ ARUSSIAN AGGENT 


The absorption of immigrants from Soviet Russia in Israel has been beset with difficulties — some expected, many of them unforeseen, 


DAVID KRIVINE examines the causes of discontent and finds that some of the remedies lic in the immigrants’ own hands, : 


THE RUSSIAN immigrants are 
full of complaints. It is an 
asionishing fact, but they prac- 
tically never have a nice thing to 
say. Many do express a fecling of 
identity with the Jewish State, a 
delermination to stay here and 
never leave. But a word of ad- 
miration for Israel as ἃ country is 
something 1 have not yet heard. 
Yet they are normal, rational 
people; and Israel is a pleasant 
enough society, as societies go. 
There must be a screw missing 
somewhere; a misunderstanding; 
a mental block, perhaps; or else a 
distorting lens, that makes 
everything look upside down. 
Ruasien immigrants reading 
this are going to snort with in- 
dignation. Sardonic looks will 


probahly be exchanged, as much - 


as to say, “After all we've gone 
through, the bureaucracy, the un- 
kept promises, the sadistic delays 
— what Is there to admire?" 
Bureaucracy — it exists, that 
eannot be denied. The petty 
irritations of appointments not 
kept, letters not answered, 
documents lost, files that take two 
months to transfer from one office 
to another, These clerical en- 
tanglements are enough to make 
the best-tempered new-comer 
swear. But they surely do not 
justify the bitter invective, the 
wild statements that maybe Sadat 
and Arafat are paying the wages 
of Ministry officials, the threats to 
leave the country. With all its 
shortcomings, Israel's ad- 
ministration fs not as bad as that. 
Why then the imprecations? We 
eould do worse than start with a 
portentous fact which tends to bo 
Ignored: the Russians have 
shifted from 4 Communist society 
to a private-enterpriae society. 
-Outwardly tt all looks much the 
same. Men wear trousers, women 
are clad in skirts, cara have four 
wheels, roads are asphalted, peo- 
ple live In flats. But the structure 
of society, the division of func- 
Uons, the roje of.the government 
-- these are more abstract 
matters, not visible to the naked 
eye. And here, the Weat (Including 
Israe]) differs so radically from 
πὸ Sovlet Union that they could 
. be two separate planets.

Social and 
economic life is infinitely more 
supple and varied (and also 
necessarily more inegalitarlan) in 
the West, because it operates 
within the money system of supp- 
ly and demand, In which the 
Government plays no part. 

The Government's role Is to 
make those rules which ensure 
that the system works as fairly as 
possible. It sets quality atandards, 
determines how contracts are to 
be drawn up, controls the money 
supply,, taxes profits, bans 
monopolies. Buying and selling 
fother than for the social ser- 
vices) it docs not engage in. 

But the Israel Government does 
sell finis to immigrants — and 
(not surprisingly) finds itself tn 
trouble. The tubie-banging that 
goes on in the Soviet Union 1s 
transferred to Israel. ‘There ἰ8 8 
clash of wills between officials of 
the administration, who are trala- 
ed lo be rigid, and the ellents, who 
use every device they know to win 
vonvessions.

IMMIGRANTS FROM Russia see 
the Government as the source not 
only of iiving accommodation, but 
of everything clse as well, in- 
eluding gainful employment. 

If the person is a common-or- 
garden wage-earner, that formula 
works, since, as it happens, the 
Government runs the Employ- 
ment Service. Even so, people 
who think they have good 
qualifications do not scem to 
reallze that there is an open 
market for qualifications too. 

It 18 meaningless for them to 
say that Israel gives no credit for 
Β pergons'’s past standing or 
achievements in Russia. Israel is 
50,000 different workplaces. Each 
workplace engages whom ever it 
likes for whatever reason it likes. 
As most workplaces have to com- 
pete for a living, they tend to 
engage people whose skills will be 
useful to the enterprise; and that 
Is a pragmatic test of 
qualifications. 

But the most frustrated 
Russians are the would-be en- 
trepreneurs. A one-time film ac- 
tor told me that he had asked fora 
IL2m. loan from the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry to make 
a film, and did not get it, “though 
vaster sums are wasted on..."" — 
something or other. 

Others informed me abcut the 
sad case of a 52-year old im- 
migrant who had done a lot of 
work for the Ziontst cause, travell- 
ing down to the Caucasus at great 
personal risk. He used to runa big 
fruit warehouse in Moscow. All he 
wanted was ἃ shop in Israel, and 
he has been without, a living for 
two years — because he is still 
waiting for the Government to 
provide him with that shop. 

A recent artlele In "Yediot 
Aharonot” described the parlous 
case of an elderly new-Immigrant 
painter, who wanted 111,000 from 
the authorities to run an exhibi- 
Hon of his work, and was ap- 
parently refused it. 

In this kind of angry dialogue 
between the applicant and the 
authorities, the two sides are talk- 
Ing at cross-purposes. There is a 
particular brand of economic 
logic which is so familiar in the 
Weat that It is taken for granted 
even by peaple who never studied 
economics, yet which cannot be 
explained to the Russians without 
introducing them to Western 
economics, starting with first 
principles,

A man will think really 
hard before risking his own 
money, und will work his pants off 
to make sure he docs not lore it. 
The best leat of feusibility, in the 
eyes of the authoritles, is whether 
— to use an American phrase — 
the applicant will put his moncy 
where his mouth is. 

Incidentally, it doca not even 
cost the penniless immigrant 
anything extra to find a partner. 
Capital has a price like all other 
commodities, whether it comes 
from the partner or the bank or 
the Government. The profit to be 
made from distributing the finish- 
ed work cannot all be pocketed by 
the Ideas-man. It includes a 
return on the financial investment 
(whoever made It), as well as pay- 
ment for all the other Inputs. 

Once this theory is understood, 
everything falls into place. The in- 
dividual waiting for a shop should 
realize that it too is a commodity, 
which he can buy In the open 
market. It has a price, and he 
must find the means of paying it. 
He can scrimp and save, he can 
sell a valuable, he can borrow 
from a relative. The Government 
will help him with the investment; 
but it will not give him the whole 
thing on a platter. If it did, 
everybody else would he asking 
for 8. shop, or Its equivalent. 

The elderly artist who wanted 
1L1,000 to mount an exhibition 
should have been referred to the 
world of art galleries. They exist 
for that very purpose: to finance 
and organize the exhibition of 
paintings. He would have iearnt, 
for a start, that it costs much 
more than 111,000 — if the pic- 
turea are to be shown where 
potentlal buyers will see them. 

And if a gallery were ready to 
underwrite the cost of the exhibi- 
tion, (provided the painter 
guaranteed a certain sum in caso 
not enough paintings were sold), 
the Government would most cer- 
tainly help to make sure that the 
old gentleman can fulfil his 
obligation. 


THEY OFTEN complain that 
Isracl is materialistic and thinks }| 
only of money. What they do not 
realize is that money playa a cen- 
tral role in the capitalistic 
economy. That is true not only in 
Israel, but all over Western 
Tiurape and the Americas, as 
many Russian Jews who chose to 
go there in the last three years 
have discovered, to their discom- 
fiture. 

The money market does in the 
West what the Government does 
in the Soviet Union. Thanks to the 
competitive system, power in 
Israel is dispersed. The way to 
success is to use your own in- 
ittative, not to line up as a suppli- 
eant In the corridors of the ad- 
ministration. 

The Russian immigrant fails to 


appreciate that there are more 


freedoms here than he suspected

One month after Nazi Germany's annexation of Austria in March, 1938, EHUD 
AVRIEL, then 20, joined the effort directed by the Mossad, the Hagana’s organiza- 
tion abroad, to rescue European Jewry. Ten years later he was in Prague, organiz- 
ing the purchase of the arms that were to help defend the Yishuv — and the 
Jewish State — against Arab attack. In a new book, “Open the Gates,” to he 
published by Weidenfeld & Nicolson in London and Atheneum in New York, 
Avriel gives a personal account of these years of underground activity. These 
excerpts tell how desperately-needed arms were smuggled to Israel early in 1948.

Don't allow 
your jam to continue boiling dur- 
ing this test, or the sefting point 
may be missod. 


REMEMBER that the jam will 
continue to “firm up" as it 
cools, so don't be dismayed If it 
looks a little runny although it 
meets one of the tests. The recipe 
suggests to start testing after as 
little as {ἵνα minutes of rapid boll- 
ing. 

It is not advisable totry making 
very large batches of jam at one 
go. You get better results if you 
use two ktlos or lesa of fruit at ἃ 
time, Also, if you ruina batch, you 
are nat out so much. 

Jam-making is one way to 
make 80 of all those non- 
returnable jars which pile up in 
our kitchens these days, You can 
buy hard paraffin wax (paraffin 
tavan mutzak) for sealing jars in 
shops which sell palnta and 
building materials. In answar to a 
reader's. question, the wax ia 
kasher; it is a petroleum by- 
product and not an animal sub- 
stance. To seal jara, melt the wax 
in an old tin can and pour it over 
the still-warm jam. It should 
keep, unrefrigerated, for months. 


IT DOESN'T pay to scrimp on 
sugar when making jam. You 
can use a little less thana kilo toa 
kilo of fruit, but not much 688 if 
you want good results. 

“If you cut down on the sugar, 
you'll just have to cook the jam 
longer, and then where is your 
saving?"" says Tamar Cohen, 
cookery expert at the Ministry of 
Agriculture's Home Economics 
Department. 

Tamar doesn't recommend try- 
Ing to make Jams at home with 
sugar substitutes — unless, of 
course, you have to do it for 
medical reasons. It is done com- 
mercially, but it ie rather tricky, 
My all-purpose American 
cookbook — from some years 
back, before the cyclamate scare 
— says that if you do make jama 
from artificial sweeteners, you 
should use cyclamates and not

SHORTLY on the heela of the 
strawberry season, there will be 
apricots for jam-making, and 
Tamar Cohen says the erop 
promises to be a good one.

Commercial pectin — to “jell” 
Jams and jeilles — ig not 
necessary or even desirable in 
homemade products, Many fruits, 
Including apples and citrus fruits, 
have ample pectin of thelr own. 
Some recipes mix a type of fruit 
high in pectin with a variety 
which contains very little. Lemon 
juice is often added to low-pectin 
fruits — as in my strawberry 
recipe — to get a good set," ag 
well as to bring out the flavour of 
the fruit. 


READERS often write to ask me 
about measurement conversions 
when using British or American 
recipes with Israeli ingredients.

A kitchen scale !s a useful 
gadget. 1 find that the ensiest way 
to welgh ingredients is to place 
them in or on a thin polycthylene 
sandwich bag, which has virtually 
no weight of ita own. 

Some Ingredients, such as 
sugar and flour, arc much more 
easily measured by the cup than 
by weight. On most of m 
favourlte recipes, I have figured 
out and jotted down the 
measurements by the most con- 
venient syatem; 6.8... “six ounces 
ieing sugar equals 170 grama, or 
1% cups"; ‘‘one-half cup butter or 
margarine equals 112 grams, or 
just over one-half of a Blueband 
packet'' (which has gram 
makings on the wrapper). 

I find it virtually impossibie to 
measure butter or margarine by 
the cup, although this can sup- 
posedly be done by a water- 
displacement system. 

It Is very helpful to have a 
proper measuring cup with lines 
at the half-cup, quarter-cup and 
third-cup levels. If not, I find that 
most — if not all — of the Duralex 
glasses with a line around the 
middle measure an exact cupful, 
and the midway line indicates a 
haif-cup. But test one againat a 
rea] measuring cup before you 
rely on it. A set of graduated 
measuring spoons is also ἃ useful 
addition to every kitchen, aa or- 
dinary ‘'teaspoona’'’. and

WHAT HAVE George Bernard 
Shaw, the author of Genesis, and 
Mickey Spillane in common? 
They, plua a few dozen others, 
wrote about love between man 
and woman. The actors of the 
Royal Shakespeare Company now 
visiting Israel, and performing at 
the Jerusalem Theatre, assembl- 
ed songs and poems and pieces of 
prose of the widest varicty by the 
widest array of authors, to pre- 
sent “Pleasure and Repentance," 
subtitled “A Light Hearted Look 
at Love.” 
And light-hearted it certalnly is, 
a vastly amusing show performed 
by five first-rate artists, each con- 
tibuting not only the consum- 
mate skill we have come to 
associate with British actors, but 
their varied personalities as well. 
There is Sir Michael Redgrave, a 
wise old fox of a man who has seen 
too much to take life seriously: 
also Brenda Bruce, an utterly
